He had 
drifted to Atlanta, and in company 
with two pals had held up a Ful- 
ton county grocer for a purse of $4. | 
They were-caught, and Burns’ sen- | 
tence was 6 to 10 years. 

‘“[ had served about three 
on a road gang in Campbell county 
swinging a sledge,” Burns said, “when 
I thought of a chance to escape. We 
were all shackled with heavy chains. 
There was a big negro next to me who 
could swing a hammer with the pre- 
cision of a machine.

Debenture Plan Proves 
Stumbling Block; House 
Insists Removal But

Washington, May 21.—(4)-— House 
members of the farm relief conference 
committee stood firin today in their

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‘SUBSTITUTES HIT 
BY COURT RULING 


Through a decision handed down 
Monday by the United States district 
court of the District of Columbia, it 
was held that certain butter substi- 
tutes must be classed as oleomargerine 
and must pay a tax of ten cents a 
pound to the internal revenue depart- 
ment as well as must be sold under 
license issued by the government; ac- 
cording to a statement Tuesday by 
Eugene Talmadge, commissioner of 
agriculture. 

These are the same products which 
were under consideration in proce 
ings brought before the federal court 
at Augusta in an effort to restrain 
Commissioner Talmadge from enforc- 
ing a ban he placed on the sale of 
the product in Georgia. The federal 
court granted the injunction, but un- 
der the decision of the District of Co- 
lumbia court the product will have 
to pay a tax of ten cents a pound 
which will in a measure eliminate it 
as a competitor of genuine butter, ac- 
cording to Commissioner Talmadge. 

The manufacturers had obtained a 
temporary injunction restraining the 
revenue department from collecting 
the ten cents a pound tax. The deci- 
sion of the District of Columbia court 
dissolved this injunction and permits 
the collection of the tax.

The decision of the federal su- 
preme court in the St. Louis and 
O’Fallon railroad case is one that 
will have tremendous interest for 
the railway world and for the whole 
public ultimately.

The people would 
naturally resent such action strenu- 
ously and would demand amend- 
ments of the transportation 
that would be most unwelcome to 
the railroads. 

There is evidence enough abroad 
in the land and in congress that the 
people will not tamely take lying 
down any increase in railway rates, 
and the railroads should not over- 
look the fact that it is just as easy 
to amend a law 4s it is to pass one.

Neighboring states have their jealousies, also: and ‘rival cities in 
competition for trade or other advantages feel an enmity that is bitter 
and unreasonable. 


When towns, counties and states dislike and envy one another, they | 


may use commercial weapons to wage expensive war, or they may be 
content to boast of their own advantages and sneer at the claims of 
a rival; but they do not take up arms or endeavor to destroy one another’s 
property by force, for the superior power of the federal government would 


not tolerate strife between them.. 

They do not fight because they dare not—or perhaps because they 
are too civilized—pbut the feeling that animates them is in all particulars 
identical with the “patriotism” that prompts nations to make war. 

If it is noble to be ignorant of the world outside your immediate 
neighborhood—to think your small section and your acquaintances the 
salt of the earth—to envy the good fortune of other people and other 
sections—to love the think to which you are accustomed and hate 
the thing of which you are ignorant—then patriotism is noble, for that 
narrowness is patriotism.

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HOOVER PREDICTS 
NO RAIL INGREASES

Washington, May °1.—(?)—Confi- 
dence that there will be no increase in 
railroad rates as a result of the su- 
preme court decision in the St. Louis 
and O'Fallon railroad valuation case 
was expressed today by President 
Hoover. 

The chief executive, replying to in- 
quiries of newspaper correspondents 
at his regular Tuesday conference, 
made this single sentence statement: 

“IT am confident that there will be 
no increase in railroad rates as a re- 
sult of the O'Fallon decision.” 

‘There was no explanation as to the 
reason for this confidence, but coin- 
cident with his announcement expres- 
sions of similar views were made by 
interstate commission officials and 
some presidents of trunk line railroads 
both in the east and the west. 

W. W. Atterbury, president of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, said his line 
“has no thought of requesting any 
general increase in rates,” adding that 
he saw nothing in the decision to cause 
amy change in the policy of the road 
with respect to rate advances, 

Daniel Willard, president of the 
Baltimore & Ohio, expressed the opin- 
ion that the decision would have no 
immediate effect whatever on railroad 
rates. He agreed with other officers 
of the big carriers that it would af- 
ford a guide for the interstate com- 
merce commission in fixing lawful val- 
uation of the roads as a basis for the 
calculation of so-called excess earn- 
ings as provided by the transportation 
act. 

l’. E. Crowley, president of the New 
York Central lines, took the position 
that the decision “does not appear to 
provide the occasion for any program 
at this time looking to general in- 


' crease in railroad rates, which must 


always be largely infiuenced by com- 
mercial conditions.”

gent. president of the Chicago & 
Northwestern. 

“It will encourage further develop- 
ment and improvement,” he added, 
“and probably will not adversely af- 
fect rate structures because rates have 
been and will eontinue to be made 
on what the traffie will reasonably 
earn.”

“Donors Drive’ of Hadassah Chapter 
Nears Successful Goal at Luncheon 


“The Donors’ Drive” being spon- 
sored by the Atlanta Chapter of Ha- 
dassah, which culminates in a lunch- 
eon at the Jewish Woman's Club 


Tuesday, May 28, is nearing a suc- 
cessful goal. Committees have been 
diligently working for the past sev- 
eral weeks bringing in donations to 
this worthy cause, and the luneheon, 
which will assemble around 200 wom- 
en of Atlanta, will be to celebrate 
one of the greatest achievements of 
the year. The luncheon will be cook- 
ed and served entirely by the women 
of the Atlanta Chapter of Hadassah 
so that 100 per cent of the money 
raised for the purposes of Hadassah 
will go directly to that source. Among 
the health and welfare programs spon- 
sored by the national chapter of Ha- 
dassah in Palestine are the district 
nursing and maternity centers which 
will have for a purpose thé teaching 
of postnatal and prenatal work to 
the women in Palestine. To give fur- 
ther specialization to child care a 
prominent pediatrician is put in 
charge of each children’s ward in the 
hospitals. Personal hygiene is taught 
to the pupils in the schools and fhe 
children examined for contagious dis- 
eases, given treatment and vaccinated 
against typhoid and smallpox, Dread 
trachoma, which is such} a_ fearful 
menace in the Near East, is being 
practically wiped out in Palestine. 
The luncheon system in the schools 
has become an important feature of 
Hadassah work. Hot daily lunches 
are provided to children in the schools 
and kindergartens through the Pales- 
tine Luncheon Fund of Hadassah, 


thus furnishing to many of the chil- 
dren in the schools the only nourish- 
ing meal of the day. The meals are 
prepared gnd. served by the pupils 
themselveg under proper adult super- 
vision, ant by this active participa- 
tion they learn about food values and 
efficient housekeeping, a knowledge 
none too common in Palestine. For 
the most part the pupils pay for the 
meals, even if only a cent a meal, 
so that the pauperizing element is 
eliminated. The $15,000 budget re- 
quired to carry on this work is raised 
chiefly through the school children oi 
America. 

In the Hadassah hospitals and clin- 
ics 75 per cent of those treated are 
free patients, unable to pay anything 
at all, most of them being urban and 
rural workers. The work in the hos- 
pitals and clinics is strictly nonsecta- 
rian, Arab and Christian receiving 
treatment equally along with the Jew. 
With such a program of health work 
and propaganda work in Palestine the 
financial end of the project must of 
necessity be large, and it is to the 
women of America that Palestine 
looks expectantly for the continuance 
of the noble work which Hadassah 
is sponsoring there. If there are any

Irregular Opening of Stock 
Market Is Followed by Weak- 
ness. Long Issue Holders In- 
dicate They Intend to Sell 
Now. Advance in Rediscount 


Rate Is Refused Thus Far. 


New York, May 21.-—There was an 
irregular opening of the stock market 
followed by weakness which continued 
until the end of the fourth hour, when 
there was @ recovery ov short cover- 
ing. 

From the way the stock market act- 
ed in the face of the favorable rail- 
way valuation decision by the su- 
preme court it is plain that holders of 
long steck now have their mind on 
selling rather than accumulating more 
stock, On various occasions recently, 
including declines in the rate on call 
money, stocks have been sold on favor- 
able news, 

Holders of long stock were disturb- 
ed by the overnight news that the 
executive committee of the federal re- 
serve bank here made up of banking 
members held a two-hour meeting late 
yesterday and were in close telephone 
communication with the federal re- 
serve board at Washington during the 
entire session which was called in 
a further effort to get the rediscount 
rate advanced. It is understood that 
the New. York federal reserve bank 
bas been trying to get the federal re- 
serve board to approve an advauce 
in the rcdiscount rate since February 
14, when the meeting started early 
in the afternoon and lasted until 6 
o'clock. It is also understood that 
the federal reserve bank here is ask- 
ing for an increase of a full one per 
cent, to six. 

Advance Refused. 

‘According to Wall Street gossip the 
federal reserve board so tar has re- 
fused. to approve the requested ad- 
vance in the rediscount rate of the 
New York and Chicago federal re- 
serve banks en the ground that such 
action would hurt general trade in 
this country and also have an un- 
favorable influence on foreign finan- 
cial centers which have already suf- 
fered from our high money rates 
caused by excessive stock speculation. 

Time money was firmer today with 
the rate on 30-day money advancing 
to 9 1-4 per cent. Very little money 
was offered at this rate. Wall Street 
stock brokers are trying to get time 
money that will carry them to the 
period of heavy July 1 money market 
requirements. 

Wall Street was puzzled today at 
the action of the banks bere in call- 
ing $25,000,000 loans to noon and 
then turning faee about and makins 
heavy offerings of call money despite 
the fact that & per cent was being bid 
in the outside money market against 
the renewal rate on the stock  ex- 
change floor of 7 per cent. The best 
guess seemed to be that Wall Street 
member banks working with the fed- 
eral reserve to check stock specula- 
tion were trying to discourage bull 
pool operations by calling loans earls 
in the dev. 

Oil Advances. 

Predictions made in this column 
last week that an increase in Mid- 
Continent crude oil prices was imme- 
diately ahead materialized today in 
an advance of from 24 to 41 cents 
a barrel by Prairie Oil & Gas, fol- 
lowed by Sinclair, Standard Oil of 


Indiana, Marland and other compa- 


nies. An increase also occurred in 
Ohio crude of from 10 to 30 cents 
according to grade. These advances 
will add greatly to the earnings of 
oil companies but usually’ well-in- 
formed Wall Street oil] men are 
strongly of the belief that the price 
advances are a mistake coming at 
a time when the industry is trying ‘o 
curtail production. It was pointed 
out in this connection that the oil 
men responsible fer today’s advance 
ee ee 


who in June of last year advanced 
crude oil prices and thus by stimu- 
lating production upset plans to Cur- 
tail output. 

On figures showing an increase in 
the stoce Ks held bere of crude rubber, 
prices of crude rubber declined sharp- 
ly in the early trading followed by a 
sharp decline in the prices of rubber 
shares. 

Large supplies of rubber reported 
more than offset the resumption of 
Goodyear dividends at the annual rate 
of $5 after a lapse of several years. 

Auto Production. 

April made a new high in automo- 
bile production in this country at 
620,000 against 410,000 a year ago. 
For the four months the figures are 
2,072,000 against 1,378,000 for the 
same mouths of 1928. 

All of Wall Street is taking sides 
in the fight between the stock mar- 
ket and the federal reserve board with 
the members of each camp unable to 
see eye to eye with those on the other 
side because each camp has a differ- 
ent viewpoint. One side maintains 
that the federal reserve has no right 
to make money higher for those who 

want to trade in the stock market 
han for other business men. On the 
other side it is admitted that the fed- 
eral reserve should not attempt to 
regulate speculation per se but that 
it becomes the business of the federal 
reserve to interfere with any spcula- 
tion that is upsetting the country's 
credit machinery. 

A decline of $94,158,000 to $1.110,- 
000,000 occurred in outstanding bank- 
ers’ acceptances during April ‘accord: 
ing to today’s information, Secretary 
Bean of the Amerian Acceptance 
Council pointing out that this is the 
largest monthly decrease since records 
have been kept and adding that a 
further decline below $1,000,000,000 
is expected between now and Septem- 
ber as the new seasonal volume of ac- 
ceptances does not normally appear 
until late in the summer. 

Since December, he points out, the 
outstanding volume of acceptances has 
decreased $173,000.000, or 131-2 per 
cent, a decrease commanding attention 
because at compares with a reduction 
of only $10,000,000 for the corre- 
sponding months of 1928.

New York, May 21.—There was a little 
easier tone to raw sugar today with more 
liberal offerings and prices for Cuban va- 
rieties 1-32c lower at 3.58, while duty free 
sugars were unchanged at the same level.

Meeting in Atlanta, Sunday, the 
exechitive board was said by Petry on 
his return to Augusta to have author- 
ized him to reveal partially, the plans 
they had in mind, 

“Southwest Georgia will be the 


seene of our first efforts,” Petry said. 
“We are not going to pursue any 
evangelistic methods so common to the 
communists. Where we find workers 
with a sincere desire to organize in 
a business-like way, seeking to pro- 
mote their welfare, these we will ad- 
vise as to the best methods in or- 
ganizing. 

“People who make any effort to in- 
vestigate textile mills in the south 
will be astounded at the conditions 
under which many of them operate. 
Discuss their working and living con- 
ditions‘! with them, and it will be 
readily realized why the newspapers 
are reporting that they have little fear 
of machine guns pointed in their di- 
rections in certain section of the 
south. Viewing some of the samples 
of the conditions, I am not surprised 
that these workers are revolting.

AgainstF ruit Fly 


Proves Ettective 


Waycross, Ga., May 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The “stonewall defense” be- 
ing built along the Georgia-Florida 
state line to exclude the Mediterran- 
ean fruit fly, one of the most drastic 
quarantine regulations ever enforced 
in this state, is highly effective, check- 
ups in Waycross and this section of 
the state reveal. 

Damaged oranges found on the lo- 


eal market have been pronounced free | 


of the fruit fly, the infection being 
caused by some less dangerous insect, 
it is announced by Ben L. Cumbus, 
special agent sent here to direct the 
quarantine work in this territory. No 
infections have been discovered at all, 
Mr. Cumbus reports. 

A rigid inspection of all fruits has 
been conducted. in Waycross under 
Mr. Cumbus’ supervision. All ship- 
ments, either by rail or truck, have 


i been opened and carefully examined 


before they were allowed to move on 
to their destination. Although _ in- 
spected before it was allowed to leave 
the packing plants in Florida, all 
fruit was given a rigid test. LKvery 
car entering the railroad yards here 
has been opened, and according to 
Mr. Cumbus approximately one-third 
of all the crates opened. Approximate- 
ly 50 per cent of the fruit in each 
box has been examined. 

Indications are that the quarantine 
will become even more rigid under 
the program launched by federal an- 
thorities. Seventy-two commodities 
already are included on the quarantine 
list, taking in practically every fruit 
and vegetable grown in the state of 
Florida. 

The protection of the Georgia peach 
orchards from the migratory pest is 
one of the problems confronting the 
quarantine workers. . Probably the 
most vicious of all fruit or vegetable 
pests, the Mediterranean fly is at- 
tacking all of the thin-skinned vezet- 
ables and fruits, Mr. Cumbus. states. 
The pineapple and the Chinese ba- 
nana are the only two fruits posi- 
tively known not to be hosts to the 
fly, he says.

Immigration Law 
Keeps Savannah 


Wite From Mate 


Savannah, Ga., May 21.—(#)—The 
immigration law has separated a Sa- 
vannah woman from her husband, L. 
G. Olsen, a Norwegian sailor she 
married five years ago. Olsen, order- 
ed to Jeave, returned to his home in 
Norway confident that he would be 
able to gain legal entry into -the 
United States, but Mrs. Olsen has 
been informed that he will not be 
permitted to return, even as a sailor. 

Olsen came to Savannah about five 
vears ago. He had no _ passport. 
Shortly afterward he met the daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. F, M. Grissette 
and they were married. He worked 
for a time for the Savannah River 
Lumber Company. Then he made one 
trip to Germany on a shipping board 
vessel and later obtained employment 
with the Ocean Steamship Company. 

A baby was born and the Norwe- 
gian applied for and received his first 
citizenship papers, Mrs. Olsen .said. 
Early in April, however, immigration 
officials discovered the seaman was 
in this country illegally. He was ar- 
rested and spent two weeks in the 
county jail. Then he was told he 
must leave the country. He sailed 
April 19 for his home in Posterim, 
Norway. 

Since hia departure Mrs. Olsen 

said she had been informed that if he 
returned, even as a sailor, he would 
become liable to a fine of $1,000 and 
two years’ imprisonment. 
_ Ordinarily, a foreigner with a wife 
in the United States would be given 
preference in the immigration quota. 
The fact that he has been deported 
once, however, makes him ineligible 
under the present law to enter the 
country again.

JURY DEBATES FATE 
OF ROBERTCOLEMAN 


Jonesboro Man Tried for 
Murder of Young Wife 
Last March. 


Jonesboro, Ga.. May 21.—CP)—A 
Clayton county jugy tonight delib- 
erated the fate of Robert Coleman». 
charged with the murder last Mareh 
14 of his 19-vear-old wife, Effie. 

After two hours spent in selection 
of the jury. both state and defense 
moved rapidly, and after arguments 
of counsel for “each side, the case 
was given to the jury at 9:30 to- 
night. 

Neighbors of the young couple, 
called by the state, told of Coleman's 
unusual actions on the day of the 
murder. 
young woman's body, lying on the 
floor of her home, her head grushed, 
and said the body apparently had 
been moved after the slaying. 

The witnesses told of finding the 
woman's eight-month-old child propped 
in a bed in the same room, crying 
for want of attention. 

The fact that the house was found 
unkempt, and with breakfast unpre- 
pared, was pointed out by Sheriff 
Adamson as an indication to him that 
the murder had been committed be- 
fore Coleman left home for work in 
the morning. 

Coleman maintains his innocence, 
saying he left his wife well and in 
cheerful spirits when he last saw 
her before going to work. The state's 
case is built about a pair of bloody 
overalls, alleged to be Coleman’s, 
which were found in the house soon 
after the slaying. 

The defendant sat with his counsel 

throughout the day, calm and neatly 
dressed. He was represented by Wal- 
ter Harchlerode, leading defense at- 
torney. and by Defoor & Simonton, of 
East Point and Atlanta. Attorneys 
for the state were Major Claud C.
